The objective of the scheme is to encourage writing in Hindi 
on subjects pertaining to the MEA such as diplomacy, inter¬ 
national cooperation, treaties and agreements, world peace, 
non-alignment etc. The award will be known as Jawahar 
Pttraskar, 

3, Definition : 

An original writing in Hindi under this scheme is defined 
as :— 

fa) Work written originally in Hindi by the competitor 
himself, 

(b) Work which is not a translation by the competitor, 
of a book written in any other language by another 
writer, 

(c) Work which is not a translation by a professional 
translator of work originally written in another lan¬ 
guage by the competitor, 

(d) A book in Hindi which is not written by a compe¬ 
titor in his official capacity or as a part of his offi¬ 
cial work, 

(e) A book which is not the translation by the competi¬ 
tor or any professional translator of a book writ¬ 
ten in English or any other language by the compe¬ 
titor in his official capacity or as a part of his offi¬ 
cial work, 

(f) Work which is not a concise Hindi text prepared 
by the contestant himself or someone else of a book 
by the contestant in English or any other language 
written and/or published earlier, and 

(g) A book which has not been authored under a Gov¬ 
ernment contract or a Government scheme. 

4. Eligibility : 

Eligibility for the award scheme will be on the following 
grounds :— 

(i) The book should be written originally in Hindi. 

(ii) The hook written by an Indian competitor should 
be on a subject related to External Affairs such as 
diplomacy, international cooperation, treaties, agree¬ 
ments, world peace, non-alignment etc. 

(iii) The work should not have been awarded earlier nor 
should it have received financial assistance on an 
earlier occasion. 

5. Entries : 

Both published books or typed copies will be accepted fot 
consideration. Writers will be required to declare on the 
prescribed proforma that the book(s) sent under the award 
scheme is (arc) in accordance with the definition given in 
para 3 above. 


(b) The competitor will be required to submit printed 
or typed or photocopies of the entries along with his 
application in the prescribed form. Entries and ap¬ 
plication forms duly filled in should be sent to OSD 
(Hindi), Ministry of External Affairs, South Block, 
New Delhi-110 Oil. 


(c) The competitor will also be required to submit five 
copies of the short summary of his book. 

(d) The last date of receipt of entries will be the last 
working day of October every year. Entries received 
after the prescribed date will not be accepted for 
award during that year. 

(e) Entries once considered for the award will not be 
considered again. If the Evaluation Committee does 
not find any book worthy of an award during any 
year, no award will bo given in that year. 

(f) No competitor under the scheme will be eligible to 
be a member of the Evaluation Committee for the 
year for which be submits his book for an award. 

fg) No book shall be considered for the award under 
this scheme if it has received an award elsewhere. 
The writer will have to submit a certificate to 
effect along with his entry(ies). lJ ™' 

fli) The decision of the Evaluation Committee will be 
final. 

6. Purchase of the awarded book : 

If the book has already been printed, a certain number of 
copies of the book will be bought by the Ministry of Exter¬ 
nal Affairs, according to the purchase rules after deducting 
the required commission. 

If the writer of the awarded book is unable to get it pub¬ 
lished, the Ministry will try to arrange its publication by a 
publisher on the assurance that it (the Ministry) would buy 
200 copies of the book. 

7. Prize Money : 

Three awards will be given for books written originally 
in Hindi on a subject related to this Ministry, each year. 
The awards will be based on the recommendation of the 
Evaluation Committee constituted for the purpose. The 
awards will bo as follows 

First Price—Rs. 10,000/-. 

Second Prize—Rs, 8,000/-. 

Third Prize—Rs. 5,000/-. 

2. If during a particular year, the Evaluation Committee 
finds that the books received are not of a desired standard, 
the Committee may decide not to give any award for that 
year. 

3. If any unpublished book(s) is (are) selected for the 
award, the awardee (s) will be given half the amount of the 
prize money in the first instance. Hie remaining amount 
will be given after the publication of the book. 

8. Some additional points : 

(1) This scheme will bo run by the Ministry of External 
Affairs. 

(2) The award scheme will commence from 1989 and 
awards will be given for every calendar year, But books 
written or published in 1982 and thereafter will also be con¬ 
sidered for the award during the year 1989, 

(3) Book(s) submitted during each calendar year will be 
assessed by an Evaluation Committee of the Ministry compris¬ 
ing five members from different fields of Hindi. The de¬ 
cision of the Committee will be final and binding and to 
appeal against it will be entertained. 

(4) If any book(s) has (have) received award or assi¬ 
stance from the Government of India, any State Government, 
foreign Governments, or any other body or organisation under 
any scheme run by them, it (they) will not be considered 
for the award. 
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(5) No writer will be given more than one award in ono 
calendar year. 

9. Procedure lor inviting entries : 

(1) Ministry of External Affairs will invite entries through 
a notification in the lending English/Hindi newspapers of the 
country. The notification will be issued in April every year. 

(2) Authors/competitors will send five copies of applica¬ 
tion in the prescribed proforma to OSD(Hindi), Ministry of 
External Affairs, New Delhi. Ms/publisbed books will also 
be sent for consideration along with the application. 

10. Evaluation Committee 

(1) There will be an Evaluation Committee for assessing 
the books/Ms under the scheme. 

■(2) The Evaluation Committee will comprise five members 
'■ Mding the Chairman). It will be constituted by the 

dietary in the Ministry of External Affairs. 

If the Committee so desires, it can co-opt up to two ex¬ 
perts to help in the evaluation work. 

(3) Every member/expert of the Committee, and every 
official of the Ministry looking after the work of the scheme, 
will be given an honorarium duly fixed by the Ministry of 
External Affairs for assessing the Ms/books of the compe¬ 
titors. 

(4) If a member of the Evaluation Committee, or any 
person related to him sends any entry, ho will cease to be 
a member of the Evaluation Committee. 

(5) Award will be announced after the recommendations 
of the Evaluation Committee have been accepted by this 
Ministry. 

11. Others : 

Prizes will he given every year under this scheme. The 
Ministry, however, reserves the right to introduce modifica¬ 
tions in the scheme as and when required.
